Schools  are  pressed  by  increasing  prices  continually 
and  it  is  a  difficult  job  to  budget  accordingly.  Due  to  the 
increase  of  teachers  salaries  and  tuition  costs  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  school  district  to  ask  for  a  $350.00  de- 
ficiency fund  for  1946-47.  Tuition  at  Amesbury  increased 
$35.00  and  Sanborn  Seminary  $23.00  per  pupil. 

The  South  Hampton  P.  T.  A.  purchased  a  Bell  &  How- 
ell motion  picture  projector  for  the  school  early  last  fall 
and  also  have  undertaken  the  cost  of  films.  Such  fine  spirit 
and  service  rendered  by  this  organization  is  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 

The  Barnard  School  is  in  need  of  some  minor  repairs 
which  will  in  all  probability  be  attended  to  before  fall. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  the  teachers,  pupils  and  parents  for  their  continued 
cooperation  in  carrying  on  and  improving  the  work  of  ed- 
ucation in  your  community.

It  is  hoped  that  the  aims  of  a  complete  and  satisfying 
music  program  have  been  fulfilled  in  the  South  Hampton 
schools  during  this  past  school  year. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to  those 
who  have  made  this  school  year  such  a  pleasant  and  worth- 
while venture.
